EKING, Oct. 21.—Gen. Yin 
b Tchang, the War Minister, who 
is in the neighborhood of Sin 
Yang Chau. in Hunan Province, has 
completed the mobilization of 20,000 
men, but the opinion is held here 
that he has no intention for the pres- 
ent to begin an advance against the 
revolutionaries holding the towns of 
Wu Chang, Hun Yang and Hankow. 
The province of Hunan and Hu 
Peh are divided by a high range of 
hills, through which the only pass 
for many miles is traversed by the 
railway. It is reported that this pass 
is held by the Rebels, who have 
posted many guns. They are sup- 
posed to have cut off 3000 Imperial 
troops, which were going  north- 
ward from Hankow. 

The government first mentioned 
Kwang Shui, which is on the south 
slope of the hills. as the place of 
Yin Tehang’s mobilization, but evi- 
dently the War Minister has been 
content to assemble his forces on the

Turkestan are also very sparsely 
populated. If, says “The Americana,” 


the whole population of China, and 
forty millions more, were crowded into 


the State of Texas, the density of 
population would be about equal to 
that of the Yantze Valley (the British 
sphere of influence in China,) and of 
the plain extending north and south 
between the lower courses of the 
Yangtaz River and the Honang River. 
The province of Ngan-Hui, but a lit- 
tle larger than the State of New York, 
has more than three times the popula- 
tion. Che-Kiang province, slightly 
larger in area than Kentucky, has 
more than ten times the number of 
inhabitants, and between Kwan-Tung 
and Kansas the ratio is twenty-one to 
one.

the best of the Chinese in the Philip- 
pines are in accord with our admin- 
istration there.

inustrate the effect of “student activ- 
ies upon individual scholarship. Iie 
finds that unaffiliated students—that 
is, students not connected with fra- 
ternfties, clubs, and other organiza- 
tions—maintained a “passing . grade” 
of 91 per cent, during the last college 
year. Members of house clubs aver- 
aged a passing grade of 89 per cent., 
and of fraternities 84.2 per cent. The 
percentage of students in the first and 
second grades in scholarship was as 
follows: Unaffiliated, 56.4 per cent.; 
clubs, 54.6 per cent.; fraternities, 45.2 
per cent. For the last three years the 
record runs: 1909—-unaffiliated, 49.5 
per cent.; clubs, 51.9 per cent.; fra- 
ternities, 39.7 per cent. For 1910— 
unaffiliated, 54.7 per cent.; clubs, 52.1 
per cent.; fraternities, 42.2 per cent. 
For 1$11—unaffiliated, 56.4 per cent.; 
clubs, 54.6 per cent.; fraternities, 45.2 
per cent. All of which goes to show 
quite positively that club and other 
forms of organized social life into 
which large numbers of students en- 
ter is reflected in a deteriorated schol- 
arship. It is to be considered that 
scholarship is not the sole benefit to 
be gotten out of a college career;

Twenty-three naval ships, including 
the mighty, battle-scarred old Ore- 
gon, now as bright and powerful as 


of the California class, with many 
hundred good officers and many 
thofiaand good men, will be reviewed 


here by Admiral Thomas and various 


persons eminent in the political and 
official world, probably headed by 
Senator Perkins, chairman of the 
Naval Affairs Committee. Twenty- 
three war craft, in stately array, will 
make a brave showing at Los Ange- 
les „ and despite the scant 
month's notice given, they will strive 
to prove to the satisfaction of every- 
one that they are ready for “a fight 
or a frolic,” as that hearty old sea- 
dog, Admiral Evans, put it when he 
reported the battleship fleet in readi- 
ness for the world-encircling cruise. 
Havi given notice of the plan to 
hold the mobilization and review, the 
department is leaving the details to 
Admiral Thomas. The purpose of the

WHAT HE NEEDS. 


What Onée Was Doesn't Do Now. 


More Coimplete Work in Lower 
Schools Will Send More Students 
With Vision % the Universities. 
Fine Talk Before City Club.

“I want te say that we have no 


richt to compel @ child to go to schoo! 
unless he chn do that which appeals 
to his own soul and mind.” 


This was one of the sentences in 
the address of ‘City Superintendent 
Francis, before the City Club yester- 


day on the subject of “Some Modern 
Tendencies of 


Eflucation. 
“Tell me What your boys and girls 


are being taught and what they are 


doing, and 1 will tell you what your, 
nation of grown people will be,” said 
the speaker; “Qur system of educa- 
tion is a combination between democ- 
racy and afisto¢racy. Schools were 
established originally that people 
might learn to read. The grammar 
schools are the people's schools— the 
democratic @chools; the high schools 
were borrowed from England, where 
they were established for the aris- 
tocracy. There were two purposes in 
education—to: prepare for the profes- 
sions and for business callings.” 

Prof. Francis gaid that it is a dif- 
ficult matter fo educate a boy before 
you know what he is going to do, and 
in this connettion, declared: 

“I want te say that we have no 
right to compet a child to go to schoo! 
unless he can do that which appeals 
to his own soul and mind. Education 
is not, after all, what we uSed to 
think it to be-—an accomplimment— 
nor yet what we still sometimes think 
it to be—an Attginment. Education 
is a mental and moral unfolding and 
growth, and it is therefore not neces- 
sary for our Ghildren to accept what 
once was thought to be the best, and 
this feeling has fesulted in changing 
the courses of study, which were or- 
iginally based upon the idea that the 
course was cOmpleted about the time 
the boy was did enough to go to work. 

“We have now in the_sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades boys and girls who 
are being spoiled because we are ap- 
pealing to them from the standpoint 
of the child, father than to what will 
be best for them when they have 
grown to mafihood and womanhood.” 

He urged 1 of making

at home.

When it was discovered by some 
careful municipal housekeeper that 
it was costing the city $3 per week 
to keep these two old horses alive 
on the city farm, and that they weré 
not even working for their board, it 
was proposed to sell them to any 
sort of a peddler who would make 
a bid for them. And everybody 


A cry of indignation went up 
from the city, that noble spirited or- 
ganization, the humane society acting 
as “yell leaders.” 

This was a display of a healthy 
public sentiment. These four-legged 
fire-fighters had served the city faith- 
ully and intelligently and honestly

They Had won the af- 
fection and cenfidence of their human 
comrades, who have been among their 
formost and most loyal friends in this 
fight for their lives. And when it 
Was proposed to condemn them to a 
cruel slavery in the last years of their 
useful career men cried “shame.” 
And the City Council took humane 
action, and the old veterans of munic- 
wal service are given honorable pro- 
tection end care until they shall come 
to the boneyard in peace.

Recently the bureau 
has been engaged in gathering sta- 
tistics to show the legal weight of a 
bushel of different commodities, as 
fixed either by national legislation for 
the purposes of the customs, or by 
State Legislatures for the purposes of 
trade within the States. 

In the case of a few commodities 
only, such as wheat, oats and peas, 
are the legal weights uniform 
throughout the country, and in many

The city’s chences for acquiring the 
site of the Normal School are there- 
fore just what the chances of any in- 
dividual or syndicate are as things 
stand at present. Realty men are 
agreed that the State's minimum gale 
price is far under value.

Los Angeles First in Number 
of Permits Tesued. 


New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicago Ecclipsed. 


H omes, Flats and A partments | nu 
Make Up Total. 


With’ nearly 900 building permits 
and approximately $1,200,000 valua- 
tion as a record of construction activ- 
ity for the first twenty days of Octo- 
ber, the present month already gives 
promise of eclipsing all previous Oc- 
tober figures in the city’s history. 
The . highest .previous figureé were 
those of October, 1910, which boasted 
957 permits and $1,890,758 ‘valuation. 
The record for the number of permits 
issued is therefore already aasured 
and there seems scarcely any doubt 
that the former valuation total, too, 
will do discounted. 

When it comes to the actual num- 
ber of new bulldings started every 
month, Los Angeles has recently been 
leading all the cities of the United 
States. This city at least boasted 
such a proud achievement for the 
month of September, when even the 
figures of New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia were eclipsed. by 
of the Southland metropolis. 

New York, includi 
tan and the Bronx, ed 630 per- 
mits for new buildings tn September, 
as against 1230 permits for Los An- 
geles; while the best the Windy City 
could do was 1009 permits. Philadel- 

hia, with 1192 permits, was about 
500,000 behind Los Angeles in con- 
struction valuation as well.

Bonus for Hara ¢ Coal Miners. 
The Sun of New York says: For 
their work in September, 1611, the 
mine workers in the anthracite region 
of Pennsylvania receive an increase of 
6 per cent. on rate of wages fixed by 
the anthracite pore Nas commission of 
1902.

STARRET COMPANY FOUND PRO- 
DUCTION DECREASED. 


(The Argohaut:] The I. S. Starret 
Company of Athol, Mass., has just is- 
sued a circular to explain why it will 
uo longer use the union label, and’ 
why it has been forced to repudiate 
the labor agreement that it signed 
ten years ago and that it has loyally 
sustained ever since. It is hatdly 

necessary to say that the Starret com- 

pany has a world-wide reputation as 
tool makers and that its character 
for ethical dealing is of the highest. 
Its manufacturing importance is so 
great and its trouble with the union 
is so typical as to deserve attention. 

First of all, the company points out 
that ita sales have steadily fallen dur- 
ing its ten years’ connection with the 
union, and this in spite of assurances 
of union support all over the country. 
But this.alone might be attributed to 
the ordinary fluctuations of trade, and 
probably it would not have occasioned 


the present action but for other ana 


unbearable incidents that the circular 
goes on to enumerate. It might be 
supposed that so important an adhe- 
sion to thé.union cause would be wel- 
comed with cordiality and oco-opera- 
tion.

Daring a Strike. 

[Portland Spectator:] ‘When we 
have strikes we have violence. They 
are inseparable. In the present rail- 
road strike, which is’ but a few days 
old, much property has been de- 
stroyed, many men have been maimed, 
and a number of men have been 
killed. The property destroyed be- 
longed to the railroad; none of the 
men mauled or killed was a striker. 

Why is it that when we have a strike 

© union property is destroyed and 

om if ever is a union man “beaten 
up” or killed, while it invariably hap- 
pens that the property of the company 
against which the strike is called is 
damaged and the independent work- 
men clubbed or murdered? It is pass- 
ing strange. | 

When the unions declare a strike 
against a company, one of the first 
things the company does is to apply 
to the authorities for police protection, 
and one of the first things the unions 
do is to wait on the authori 
mand that no police protect 
be given. Why? Because, say the 
walking delegates, the unions desire 
peace; their men are harmless; they 
will not touch a stick of the com- 
pany’s property, nor cut the air hose, 
nor destroy the brakes, nor remove 
coupling pins; nor will they maim or 
murder the men who are faithful to 
the company. 

But if the unions are peaceful ag 
doves and do not intend to destroy 

property or life, why do they object 
when the company asks for a police 
patrol? Would not the police assist in 
preserving that peace which the unions 
are so anxious to see maintained. 
When you go about your business, if 
the business is peaceful, do you care 
how many police are on the street? 
Are you not encouraged in the per- 
formance of your lawful business by 
the presence of the police? Is any de- 
cent, lawful, honorable calling inter- 
fered with because of the presence of 
police in the neighborhood? 

During a strike the business of the 
strikers is to prevent others from do- 


the business of the strikers is to pre- 
vent the repair of engines, so that 
the public may be annoyed and har-

road crippled. That is not a legitimate, 
lawful business, because ta accoom-
